On May 19 , 1964, a source advised that the n China 
Daily News” (CDN) was founded in 1940 by a group of Chinese 
Communists and that the persons who controlled its policies 
from then to the present time have all been known to him as 
Chinese Communist leaders within the Chinese Communist 
movement in the New York area. 


LOUIE TOM. a former employee of the CDN stated 
on October 30, 1962, that the people in the Chinese 
Community consider the CDN to be in favor of the Chinese 
Communists, and he now believes that they are correct. He 
stated that he and many other Chinese began reading the CDN 
because it reprinted stories from the homeland. He conceded 
that most of these stories favored the Chinese Communists. 


The CDN, on December 29, 1962, contained an 
article on page 1 which stated that the financial situation 
has become more acute in recent days, and in order to operate 
it was necessary to economize. The article also stated that 
the CDN would only be published twice weekly, on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. 

Another source has advised during 1963 and 1964 
that the CDN receives current news releases from the China 
News Service. The news releases are from Peking, Shanghai, 
and Canton, China. 

On February 16, 1955 , the CDN paid a fine of 
$25,000.00, and EUGENE MOY, its managing editor, began 
serving a one-year prison sentence after conviction in 
the United States District Court, Southern District of 
New York, for a violation of the Trading with the Enemy 
Act, in connection with the paper* s printing of advertise- 
ments for Chinese Communist banks which sought to induce 
Chinese in the United States to send money to Communist 
China. EUGENE MOY died on December 14, 1956.

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APPENDIX 

COMMITTEE TO AID THE 
MONROE DEFENDANTS 

A source e.dvised on October 10, 1961, that the 
Committee to Aid the Monroe Defendants (CAMD) was formed 
during September, 1961, by the Socialist Workers Party 
(SWP) in New York City. 

Source advised on May 6, 1964, that the aims 
of the CAMD were to afford financial support and counsel 
for ROBERT F. WILLIAMS and four other defendants who were 
involved in a racial incident on August 27 , 1961, at 
Monroe, North Carolina. The SWP hoped to dramatize this 
incident nationally and internationally through the CAMD 
and thus attract individuals to the SWP aims and principles 
by piling a leading role in the integration struggle. The 
CAMD also active in promoting the philosophy of utilizing 
counted- violence to achieve Integration as espoused by 
WILLIAMS. 

According to the source, the organization and 
impetus of CAMD activities throughout the various parts 
of the United States, such as obtaining sponsors and the 
raising of funds, were the results of the efforts of 
various SWP branches. 

The March 23, 1964, Issue of "The Militant,” a 
weekly SWP newspaper, stated the CAMD suspended activities. 
This article related that this action was taken following 
the rejection of this committee by the defendants just 
prior to the trial held February 18-28, 1964, at Monroe, 
North Carolina, which resulted in the conviction of all 
of the defendants, except ROBERT P. WILLIAMS. 

* ROBERT P. WILLIAMS has fled the United States 
and is reportedly residing in Cuba.

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EMERGENCY CIVIL LIBERTIES COMMITTEE 

The ’’Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications,” revised and published as of December 1, 
1961 , prepared and released by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, United States House of Represent- 
atives, Washington, D.C., contains the following 
concerning the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee: 



’’Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

”1. *The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is an organization with headquarters in 
New York, whose avowed purpose is to ■ 
abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and discredit the FBI. * * * 

The committee finds that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee, established 
in 1951, although representing itself 
as a non- Communist group, actually 
operates as a front for the Communist 
Party. It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means of funds and legal aid. Communists 
• involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar legal proceedings. One of its 
■ chief activities has been and still is 
the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
propaganda material. 1 

f FRANK WILKINSON was called as a witness 
when he appeared in Atlanta as a represent- 
ative of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings. In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by a former FBI undercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
was, ”1 am answering no questions of this 
committee.”. This also became his stock 
reply to questions when he appeared during 
the Atlanta hearings. * * * WILKINSON has 
since been cinvicted of contempt of Congress 
and sentenced to one year in jail. 1

The Spring, 1964, issue of "Freedomways" is self- 
described as ,f A Quarterly Review of the Negro Freedom Move- 
ment” published by Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, 

799 Broadway, New York City. 

On May 24, 1961 . a source advised that a report 
was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the Na Clonal 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on^May 24, 19&1. 

It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly Marxist, but that it ™ as J ater 
decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication. 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists. It was stated that the central purpose 
of "Freedomways" is to develop a theory and positive 
criticism of currents in the Negro movement, as well as 
to raise the level of understanding and discussion taking 
place in Negro life today and to project a socialist and 
pro-Soviet orientation. 

On May 25, 1961, another source advised that 
"Freedomways" was set up for the CPUSA by JAMES JACKSON, 
a member of the National Committee of the CPUSA. 
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NEW YORK SCHOOL FOR MARXIST STUDIES 



In September, I960, a source advised it was 
announced at a meeting of the Communist Party, Uhite 
States of America, (CP, USA). New York District (NYD), 
Staff, held September 16, i 960 , that the P 60 ? 1 ? *L Sc *J ° o1 
for Marxist Studies was founded in September, i^oo, as 
the result of a decision of the CP, USA, NYD. Adult 
classes were scheduled to start October 17 , 1900* 


"The Worker," an East Coast Communist newspaper, 
October 16, i 960 , issue, announced the opening of the New 
York School for Marxist Studies (NYSMS) with general glasses 
beginning October 17, I960, and Student Committee on . F ro f £§o Siv 
Education (SCOPE) (Youth) Classes beginning October 14, lyou. 
The address of the School is Room 1922, 853 Broadway at 14th 
Street, New York, New York. 


The records of Pierce Mayer & Greer, 4l East 42nd 
Street, New York City, reflect that on August 29, 19°0, 
HERBERT APTHEKER leased Room 1922-23, 853 Broa ^|y j N ®iL 
York City, for the period starting October 1, 
premises were to be occupied by a "Peopled School. on 
July 3, 1962, HERBERT APTHEKER signed a new lease for 
Room 1922-23, 853 Broadway, New York City, to start 
October 1, 1962 , which reflects that the premises were 
to be used as an office for the NYSMS. 


During April and May, 1964, a second source 
furnished information that the NYSMS was then in operation 
at 853 Broadway, New York, New York. 


A third source advised on December 14, 1959, that 
at the 17th National Convention of the CP, USA, held December 
10 n 13, 1959, HERBERT APTHEKER was elected a member of the 
National Committee of the CP, USA. 


The May, 1963 , issue of "Political Affairs, self- 
described as the theoretical organ of the CP, USA, reflects 
that HERBERT APTHEKER has been replaced as editor of that 
publication after holding this position for several years.
